New National Slogan Produces a Noble 
and Popular Song. 


A competition was recently conducted by the Newspaper Enterprise Association, which serves 
some 300 newspapers throughout the country, and a prize offered for the best American war slogan. 
The competition aroused a great deal of interest all over the States, and from hundreds of suggestions, 
that devised by Miss Marion I. Coop, of San Diego, Cal., was unanimously judged the best. Her slogan 
was. “FREEDOM, FOR ALL, FOREVER,” which instantly commends itself as an inspiration. 

So impressed were Secretary of War Baker, and Secretary Daniels, of the Navy, with the excel¬ 
lence of both the idea and the slogan, that these officials speedily endorsed the phrase as representing 
succinctly the ideals of America in the great struggle for the world’s peace and happiness. Mr. Baker 
wrote that it could not fail to “stimulate the nation in its fight and is a distinct contribution toward 
winning the war,” and Secretary Daniels stated that the slogan “tersely expresses the motive which 
prompted America to enter this war.” 

So emphatic and instant was the appreciation of the slogan that a bill has been introduced in 
Congress by Congressman Carl C. Van Dyke urging all patriotic Americans to use, to live up to and 
to fight for the slogan—“Freedom, For All, Forever.” Certainly no slogan could have received more 
powerful and effective publicity than that accorded the phrase coined by Miss Coop. 

And now, to further strengthen, its hold on the imagination and hearts of the people, "Freedom. 
For All, Forever,” is embodied in a song, written by Lieut. B. C. Hilliam of the Royal Canadian forces. 
It would have been hard to have selected a writer more thoroughly and sympathetically equipped to 
undertake the task, for Lieut. Hilliam is not only an accomplished writer, but a. soldier of experience 
who has worn the uniform since the war started. Inspired by the theme and the occasion, Lieut. 
Hilliam wrote both the lyric and the music of “Freedom, For All, Forever,” and the result of his work 
is a song that for breadth, nobility and majestic simplicity is unmatched in the realm of songs that have 
those qualities that cannot help making them popular. The fine melody flows on with the same irre¬ 
sistible sweep that makes Sullivan’s setting to “On ward Christian Soldiers” the most popular hymn 
tune of the ages; the martial note is traceable throughout, and for pure melody that lingers gratefully 
in the memory, Lieut. Hilliam’s setting would be hard to excel. Nor are his words less impressive. 
They ring true and right to the point; there is spontaneity and directness of expression in them that 
cannot fail to commend the two verses and chorus to high and low alike. 

Prominent singers everywhere are singing “ Freedom, For All, Forever,” for they see in it a 
splendidly musical expression of patriotic spirit and fervor. It is without question the finest as well as 
the most notable patriotic song of the day. Choral societies and schools have taken up the song with 
enthusiasm. The effect of listening to “Freedom, For All, Forever” sung by a trained chorus of voices 
is thrilling and unforgettable. 

“Freedom, For All, Forever” is to all intents and purposes a new and intensely welcome Inter 
national Anthem. Its vogue will be world-wide.
